The Dominion Government has decided to 
ask the Supreme Court to decide what pow 
ers Parliament and the | logialatures 
have to pass a prohibitory law. The follow 
ing are the questions to be asked the Su 
preme Court: 

1. Has a provincial legislature jurisdiction 
to prohibit the sale, within the province, of 
spirituous, fermented, or other intoxicating 
liquora? 

2. Or has the logislature such jurisdiction 
regarding such proportions of the 
as to which the Canada ‘Temper 
not in operation? 

3. Has a provincial legislature jurisdiction 
to prohibit the manufacture of such liquors 
withio the pr 

4. Hos a provincial logislature jurisdiction 
to prohioit the importation of such liquors 
into the province? 

5. Ifa provincial legislature has no such 
powers a8 above, has it the power to prohib: 
it wale by retail?

She sailed from 
Newcastle in April with a cargo of coals for 
Valparaiso, When off Cape Horn she got 
intorough weathor,the crew sulfering a good 
deal, but the horror of the situation was 
intensified when in the last week of July it 
was found that the cargo had caught fire, 
the cause probably being spontaneous com- 
bustion.

Bank of Bngland Notes- 


With the Bank of England, the destruc: 
tion of ita notes takes place about once & 
week, andat7 p.m. It used tu be done 
in the daytime, But mado such smell ue 
the neighboring stock-brokers petitione 
the governors to do itin the evening. The 
notes aro previously cancelled b punchin, 
a hole through the amount (in figures) anc 
tearing off the signature of the chiof cash- 
ior, The notes aro burned ina closed fur- 
nace, and the only agonoy employed is 
shavings and bundles ot wood. ‘They used 
tobe burned in a cage, the rosult of which 
was that once a week the city was darkened 
with burned fragments of notes, For future 
purposes of retoronce, the notes are loft for 
five yoara before being burned. 

Tho number of notes coming into the 
Bank of England every day is about 50,000, 
and 350,000 ave destroyed every week, or 
something like 18,000,000 every year. 
Tho stock of paid notes for five yours 1s 
about 77,745,000 ia number, and they 

| 13,400 boxes, which, if placed side by aide, 
would reach two and one-third miles. If 
the notes were placed ina pile they would 
roach to a height of five and two-third 
joined end to end, would form 
5 miles long.

Nickel and Nickel Mining. 


Mr, J. S. Ritchie, of Akron, Ohio, was 
about the first capitalist who saw enormous 
possibilities in the Sudbury nickel. mines. 

Before nickel came to have the commercial 
value which the industrial world now be- 
stows upon it, Mr, Ritchie had an unwaver 
ing faith in its ultimate potency as an in- 
dustrial factor, He invested largely. Mr. 
Ritchie had the desire to make movey, but 
he was unselfish enough to give his friends 
a hint of the good thing. 

The Sudbury mines have not yet made 
fortunes for those who have invested their 
money in them, but they are on the way to 
great things. 

“The promise of the mines is far boyond 
my most sanguine expectations,” said Mr, 
Ritchie, in a recent interview. 

‘Tbe stringency in the States have been 
a setback, All sorts of iron works were shut 
down recently, and the demand for nickel 
was consequently restricted. At the present 
moment, however, all the furnaces are go 
ing, and the outlook is promising. I look 
forward to the future, aud I see immense 
things in store for those who have invested 
in the mines. A year ago the triumph of 
nickel as applied to steel for hardening, 
strengthening purposes was in doubt, ‘To: 
day, it is used all over the world. It is 
used in all the navy yards io the world It 
is used in every industrial centre. Where- 
ever stecl is used, there the nickel finds ita 
mission. Drop your quarter into it and it 
comes up shining. Dip the quarter in salt 
water for six months, and the action of the 
water will make no impression on the nickel, 
It preserves the life of iron ; it prevents rust; 
it hardens and strengthens it. Nickel is iu 
its infancy. The Sudbury mines are the 
best in the world. In Spain some time ago 
some mines there, with an inferior kind of 
pyritos, sold for forty million dollars. That 
gives an indication of what we may expect 
from vickel in the future. When this atrin 
gency in the States hus passed away, we 
shall experience a very decided boom, of 
which the indications are present even now.” 

Mr. Ritchie is a politician as woll an a 
shrewd business man, He knows all the 
people worth knowing. Senator Sherman is 
his personal friend. Mr, Ritchie, as a man 
reputed to be worth millions, is naturally 
interested in the finances of his country 
Early in the struggle for repeal of the silver 
law Mr, Ritchie saw that that measure iu it 
self would not be sufficient to restore equi 
libriam, fle wrote to Mr. Sherman that 
the true solution woul be the issuing of 
bonds and the getting therefor from Europe 
a goodly supply of that gold which it was 
so desirable at this moment to have in the 
Treasury 

Mr. Ritchie was more gratified to think 
that his suggestion had been acted upon in 
the Senate, than thot nickel had conquered 
a universal place

Tho particulars of tho case arc so fre 
the minds of the pubiio generally that it is 
not necessary to repeat them, The case was 
commenced on Tuesday afternoon and 
dragged its weary way along until about 
6:45 o'clock Friday eve The jury, 
which had sat so long and patiently on the 
case and given as strict attention as any 
jury could do with the evidence, brought in 
a verdict of “Guilty.” 

After Luckey had given his evidence 
Thursday night, in which he practically 
convicted himself, the concensus of opinion 
was that he was the guilty man and that the 
verdict would be such as was rendered, 
During the day the excitement became more 
intense, The sidewalk in frovt of the court 
house and every corridor in the building 
were crowded with a surging mass of human- 
ity, all anxious to get into the court room, 
but who could not under any circumstances, 
get in. Every available seat in the court 
room was filled. There never had been so 
much interest taken over a trial in Brock- 
ville, and the old historic walls of the court 
house never contained a more apxious or 
excited crowd. 

By 11 o'clock all the evidence waa in, and 
then Mr, Lavell immediately began his ad- 
dress to the jury, He acquitted himself 
well and did the best that could possibly be 
done under the circumstances for his client. 
He spoke for four hours and a quarter. 

There was an hour's interiwission for 
lunch, from 1 to 2 o'clock, after which Mr, 
Clute, Q.C., of Belleville, addressed the 
jury for the Crown, He surprised even

Gold in Northern Ontario. 


Mr, Blue’s account of hia exploratory tour 
along the north shore of Lake Huron will be 
found interesting, chiefly for the valuable 
information it contains, but likewise for the 
graphic and entertaiving way in which he 
tells his story. Since the discovery of nick- 
el in Northern Ontario it has been custom- 
ary to regard that region as ove of the spots 
where, as some picturesque writer has said, 
the genius of riches, in his journey round 
the world distributing the precious metal, 
let slip his apron aud spilled half its con- 
tents. If such a figure holds good with 
reference to a discovery of nickel, 1t must 
apply with far greater force to the deposits 
oF the most precious metal of all which have 
been found and are now being worked along 
the north shore, 

In regard to the prospects for gold mining 
along the north shore, Mr. Blue speaks in 
the tempered language ot the Chief of the 
Bureau of Mines, but certainly the facts re- 
corded would have justified enthusiasm, even 
on the part of a grave and careful official, 
Especially is this the case in regard to the 
Ophir mine, where the result of a week's 
milling on what is considered the poorer ore 
of the mive totolled up about $15,000 worth 
of gold, At the Creighton mine owned by 
Ottawa gentlemen, the same stage of devel- 
opment has not been reached, but good 
hopes appear to be entertained that it will 
prove remunerative to its owners. In both 
cases the faith has been sufficiently strong to 
justify the erection of expensive buildings 
and machinery for carrying out properly the 
work in hand, 

This much is therefore known, What are 
pot known are the whole of the possibilities 
and probabilities of the northern part of this 
Province. It is practically a terra incognita, 
which may hold pumberless surprises for us 
in the way of hidden riches similar to those 
disclosed by the discovery of the mines of 
which Mr, Blue speaks,

The Japanese local and Christian papers 
are assisting the missionaries in raising tho 
national moral tone. In some of the prov- 
inces many of the evils are not longor coun- 
tenanced by law, and agitation in this direc- 
tion is in progress in many other provinces, 

Mr, Beall speaks strongly of the evil ex- 
ample set by the European and American 
merchant class, with a few voble exceptions, 
and recounts and stories of women sold, be 
trayed, and deserted, with their unfortunate 
offspring. The status of woman is far high- 
er in Japan than in China, India, and the 
East generaily. There are no child-widows; 
there is no binding of the feet, but still the 
superiority of the male is demanded, and is 
shown when a married couple are out walk- 
ivg, by the female walking humbly behind. 
Both the sexes are industrious, and take 
about an equal share in the work of the 
home. 

It is very exceptional for the Caucasian to 
learn to write Japanose or to speak it well.

From five to seven pounds of meal per 
day seems a small allowance for a milking 
cow or a fattening steer but if that amount 
can be saved to the farmers it would mean 
many millions of money per year to the 
cattlomen of Canada. 

Forsome years I haye been secking to 
dircover some substitute for the expensive 
and rich meals which have been fed with 
corn ensilage in order to make it acomplete 
ration for fattening steers or feeding milch 
cows. At last I venture to think that I 
have been successful in discovering a sub- 
stitute which is within easy reach of every 
farmer in Ontario, and almost every farmer 
in the Dominion who keeps cattle. I have 
here samples of ensilage made from Indian 
cornand horse-beans which have been grown 
together in the same rows. The sun-flowers 
and horse-boans supply the albuminoids 
and fat in which the corn is deficient. 

The mothod of growing is as follows: One- 
halffbushel of horse-beans are mixed with 
one-third bushel of Indian corn ; these are 
sown or planted in rows three or three and 
a half feet apart on one acre, When the 
crop is growu the product from two acres 
of that mixture is put with the heads from 
one-half an acre of sunflowers (the Mammoth 
Russian sort). The albuminoids from the 
beans and sunflowers, thus provided in the 
ensilage, will be equal to four anda half 
pounds of mixed cereals added to every feed 
of sity pounds of corn ensilage. Besides, 
the albuminoids in the green and succulent 
state of these plants are likely to be more 
digestible than in the ripened grains. 
he value of this to the farmers and 
pueile keepers in Ontario is not quite evi- 
dent at fir: ht. The advantages are 
as great as though a farmer could get 
nearly 40 bushels of mixed cereals per acre, 


p of hay may be made more 
profitable than an equally good crop of grain, 
nine times out of ten, if it is judiciously fed 
to stock upon the farm. The expense and 
labor attending the management of a hay 
farm are’so much less than those of a grain 
farm, that it is a constant wonder to us 
that more men whoare burdened with more 
Innd than they can properly cultivate, do 
not change their methods. : 

It is not always best to do things the 
easiest way. What you save in the begin- 
ning by such a method is usually lost at the 
final outcome. This will apply in making the 
arrangements for feeding and housing the 
stock for the winter. 

Hogs have generally short, thin hair, that 
does not afford much protection against the 
cold, For this reason they should have 
some bedding in which to nest, but it should 
be clean and dry so that it will not do more 
harm than good. A manure pile is a bad 
place for them to huddle and sleep. 

Wo think rather too much is said about 
the ability of sheep to thrive without much 
care, This leads some men to neglect them 
toa point that annuls all possible profit. 
The fact is chat sheep need the best of care 
to give the best results. Both wool and 
mutton will soon show the effects of neglect,

THE JEWELLED OOSRA. 


A Serpent That Uses Electricity asa Lure, 


In India there is a comtnon superstition 
to the effect that the jewelled cobra, a most 
poisonous reptile, can never be found with- 
out its precious stone, The natives assert 
that as soon ag a cobra loses its stone or has 
it taken away, it eventually dies a linger- 
ing death or commits suicide. These 
soakes are rather rare,otherwise this super- 
stition would have ceased to exist; how- 
ever, an entomologist of an enquiring turn 
of mind anda dabbler in electricity recent- 
ly returned from India, tells the following 
indicident. He was anxious to catch a 
number of Indian fire-flies, and as a decoy 
he used a half-candle-power incandescent 
lamp, current being furnished by a small 
sulphate of mercury primary battery. The 
battery and pany he deposited upon the 
ground in a neighboring thicket or jungle 
and awaited developments. It should here 
be mentioned that only the male fly is pro- 
vided with the brilliant light, while the 
female gives but a faint glow, and does not 
leave the ground. 

The first night that the lamp remained 
on the ground very few of the male flies 
came near it, This be surmised to be due

Ve passed the summit of the Rocky 
Mountains at a height of about two miles, 
passed through a few tunnels, wound along 
the valley of the Snake River, a large tri- 
butary of the Columbia and then followed 
the windings of ‘the grand and majestic 
Columbia to this place. In coming down 
the Columbia we traversed a mountainous 
country beautiful in its gaandeur and mag- 
nificence which partly erased the desert 
scenes from our minds, On the right was 
the river broad and silvery, on our left grand 
mountains towering almost to the clouds, 
green to their summits and thinly clothed 
with park-like trees, Some of these moun- 
taius presented rounded shoulders others 
rose to sharp conical peaks. In rounding 
some curve we would come suddenly upon 
some deep ravine or dark scowling canyou 
with its Brseipieous sides, and occasionally 
a waterfall of surpassing loveliness would 
burst upon the view. 

I must now close as we are going out to 
see some of the sights of Portland. It is a 
fine city.” 2

Canada’s Big Cheese on Its way to Liver 
pool. 


Canada’s mammoth ch ecae was in Mon- 
treal last week, and was visited by interest- 
ed crowds, The great cheese weighs 22 ,000 
pounds, It is not, of course, exposed to 
the air, nor could the small boy sample it 
with augur,gimlet or gouge. ‘The monster 
is locked up, It rests inan immense circle 
of iron, and has the appearance of an ab- 
breviated gasometer. The plates are 
rivetted, screwed, bound together so closely 
that not even the flavor canescape, There 
was « crowd, there was a tapping of the big 
cylinder there was infinite curiosity expreas- 
ed, but satisfaction had to be found in the 
legend—“'The mammoth cheese from Can- 
ada,” in the painful deciphormen’ of tho 
names of Jones and Smith, who, on the way 
from Chicago sought a transient fame by 
being associated with a creation which had 
excited the admiration of two hemispheres, 
In a word, the great Canadian cheese was

Financial Aspects ot the World’s Fair. 


That the fair succeeded was enough for 
Chicago. It had cther views than that of 
being a huckster of the occasion. Its view of 
what pays is imperial, and it draws on a 
long future, There is not a regret that the 


subscription, and the citizens of Chicago 
had sunk five anda half millions in stock. 
It was quite enough that the debts and obli- 
gations were all paid. The ten and a half 
millions that Chicago contributed was a 
free-will gift. It liked to read the big fig- 
ures, The treasurer received from all sourc- 


558,849. And he closed the fair with a 
cash balance in hand of $2,237,254. The 
total cost of construction was about $19,000, - 


000, making a total of disbursements of 
over-twenty and a half millions, The 
receipts, exclusive of admissions after Oc- 
tober 30th, and of salvage, are $10,230,000. 
From the concessions have been received 
about $3,800,000, making over fourteen 
millions. The fair, therefore, falls eleven 


and the stockholders would get nothing buz 
for the souvenir coins given by the govern- 
ment, which amount to about $2,439,000, 
Congress withheld half» million dollars of 
its appropriation. 1t is possible, therefore, 
that the stockholders will get back about a 
million and a quarter, or fifteen per cent. 
of their subscription. 

When the fair officially closed there had 
been a total of 21,477,212 paid admissions, 
and a total of 27,529,400 of paid and free 
admissions, This total is less than that of 
Paris in 1889, which was 28,149,353, but 
the admission fee at Paris was on an aver- 
nge less than twenty cents, while that at 
Chicago was fifty cents. The Philadelphia 
admissions in 1876 were 9,610,966. But 
for the financial panic in the summer there 
is no doubt that the numberof the Paris 
admissions would have been far exceeded, 
and thatthe fair would have been pecuniari- 
ly profitable to all concerned.

by the visit of a miner, Mr, A. A. McRae, 
from Edmonton, He is in the city at prea 
ent and he carcied with him several beauti- 
ful nuggets of fine gold, worth at least 
8500, which he found in the Saskatchewan 


Ki twelve miles above Edmonton.
